Deacon dads balance fatherhood, ministry

SAN DIEGO — Deacon John Costello became a father 
for the first time 46 years ago. Over the next 20 years, 12 
more children came to call him father. 

Thirty-two years ago, Deacon Louis Principe’s first 
child came into the world. Since then, he became a father 
13 more times. His youngest is now seven. 


COSTELLO’S YOUNGEST, a daughter, is now 26. 
All but his youngest have left home. He has become a 
grandfather to 44 children — 21 boys and 23 girls. 


Costello was ordained a deacon eight years ago. 
Principe became a deacon 10 years ago, the third person 
to be ordained to the permanent diaconate here. 


Costello and Principe do not feel becoming deacons 
changed them as fathers. 


ALTHOUGH HE does not feel he has changed his 
fathering style since he was ordained, Costello has noticed 
his ‘‘children have shown more closeness’’ in their 
personal relationship with him. ‘‘In some cases’’ his 


ministry ‘‘has been instrumental in influencing them”’ in 
their faith and in the Church. 


About half his offspring are ‘“‘involved in parish 
leadership,’’ Costello explained. Some are in _ it 
“‘naturally’’ while others developed an interest in parish 
work ‘“‘as a result of my being a deacon.”’ 


One of six deacons working full-time in parishes, 
Costello is at the Church of the Most Precious Blood, 
Chula Vista. 


COSTELLO ENJOYS his ministry, but his one regret 
is the lack of time he has to spend with his family. He is 
“‘at an age when most people are retired’’ but his wife, 
Anna, and he are ‘‘so involved’’ in parish work that it 
leaves little time to ‘‘fill the desire to visit’’ their children 
as often as they would like. 


The Costellos did not set out to have 13 children. ‘‘We 
trusted that whatever children came along would be taken 
care of’? by God, he said. ‘‘All of them are well, 
healthy...and were taken care of’’ while they were young. 
And, Costello noted, all of them are ‘‘in the Church.’’

to help him with his homework, 

to drive her to dancing school.

when you laugh together and cry together, 
when you correct and when you console, 
when you are firm and when you are gentle.

Praise, rebukes follow death of ‘moment of silence’ law

WASHINGTON (NC) — The Supreme Court’s June 
4 decision striking down an Alabama public school 
“‘moment of silence’ law mentioning prayer drew praise 
from some religion-oriented groups and rebukes from 
others. 

The disputed law, declared unconstitutional by the 
court’s 6-3 decision, called for a ‘‘moment of silence’’ to 
allow ‘‘meditation or voluntary prayer’’ by public school 
students. 


MICHAEL SCHWARTZ, public affairs director for 
the Catholic League for Religious and Civil Rights, 
criticized the high court’s decision and said the Catholic 
League opposes a mandatory public school prayer law but 
not a ‘“‘moment of silence’? law mentioning prayer. By 
drawing a distinction between a ‘‘moment of silence’’ law 
and a ‘“‘moment of silence’’ law that specifically mentions 
prayer, the court provides “‘a classic case of a distinction 
without a difference,’’ Schwartz said. 


“The law did nothing more than provide a forum for 
students to think about whatever’’ they wished, be it 
prayer or motorcycle races, he said June 5. Once again, 
Schwartz added, ‘‘the court has embraced fear of religion, 


hostility to religion. I’d have to consider this a step 
backward.”’ 


The Center for Judicial Studies, a non-profit think tank 
which opposes ‘‘judicial activism,’’ praised the court’s 
ruling. The center, whose members include such legal 
scholars as Notre Dame law professor Charles Rice, was 
involved in the case from the beginning, according to 
James McClellan, its director. 


“IT’S A VICTORY actually, although no one 
understands why,’’ said McClellan, who testified as an 
expert witness in the lower court. Although the decision is 
“fan assertion of raw judicial power’’ it also shows the 
court’s apparent willingness to accept other ‘‘moment of 
silence’’ laws, McClellan said. 


““The religious community should rejoice,’’ he added. 
“‘We’ve won an important victory. We’ll go on from 
here.”’ 


The U.S. Catholic Conference, public action agency of 
the U.S. bishops, had no comment. 


IN THE PAST, the bishops have supported voluntary 
public school prayer but emphasized that any rights of 
public school prayer should include opportunities for 


optional on-the-premises religious instruction. . 


Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia, asked about the 
high court ruling, reiterated views in a November 1984 
statement in which he said that ‘‘government should 
neither impose nor compose prayer’’ and should ‘‘neither 
inhibit nor prohibit voluntary prayer.”’ 

President Reagan, in remarks prepared for delivery 
June 6 in Birmingham, Ala., said*the court decision 
showed the work still to be done. 

“I KNOW that there has been a strong push here in 
Birmingham to help restore voluntary prayer in public 
schools,’’ he stated. ‘‘As this week’s Supreme Court 
decision shows, we still have an uphill battle before us.’’

‘PRESERVE PRESENCE’ — Preserving 
a strong Catholic presence is important in the 
health-care field, where too often the emphasis 
is on profits and not on the person, speakers 
told delegates to the Catholic Health 
Association meeting in Orlando, Fla. In a 
panel discussion titled, ‘‘Is Being Catholic 
Worth Saving?’’ Jesuit Father Walter 
Burghardt, theologian-in-residence at 
Georgetown University, talked about the 
importance of taking care of the whole person, 
not just the physical needs. 


CHURCH, SEARCH — The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has been given 
permission to use St. John’s parish in 
Somonauk, IIl., as command headquarters in 
the search for a seven-year-old girl kidnapped 
June 2. Father Charles E. Sherman, pastor of 
St. John’s, said the parish center is one of the 
largest meeting places in the small town of 
1,500. The other facility large enough to hold 
the reported 35 agents handling the case is the 
village fire station, which was being used as a 
second command center. 


CARRIED EUCHARIST — Pope John 
Paul II marked the feast of Corpus Christi 
June 6 by carrying the Holy Eucharist in an 
evening procession between two Rome 
basilicas. The feast of Corpus Christi 
celebrates the presence of Christ in the 
Eucharist under the appearance of bread and 
wine and has been marked by processions 
throughout Europe since the Middle Ages. 
The pope’s journey on foot between the two 
basilicas continues the custom he began in 
1979. 


CASH AND DON’T CARRY — Cash and 
a variety of other inducements are being used 
by population programs worldwide to promote 
smaller families, according to a U.N. report. 
The U.N. Fund for Population Activities said 
that “‘a large amount of money”’ is being spent 
on incentives for people not to have children. 
The practice is most prevalent in Asia, the 
agency said. For those who agree to be 
sterilized there could be sizable sums, the 
agency said in a report. Conversely, it said, in 
countries with low fertility and declining 
populations, awards might be used to 
encourage births.

Helping Your Spouse Through a Midlife Crisis 


It ig important to recognize a 


“‘midlife crisis’’

actions may be taken. 


A spouse going through this difficult stage needs a great deal of support. This is different 
from judgment, criticism or control. He or she needs to feel understood and taken 


seriously. 


Reacting defensively only makes matters worse. 


Marital counseling can 


sometimes be helpful to assist couples dealing with this life stage. The result can often be a 
clarification of values and priorities that enables them to regain a sense of direction 


together.

‘MAJOR TENSION’ — The role of 
women in church ministry ‘‘is expanding”’ but 
has become the focus of ‘‘major tension,’’ 
Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of Chicago said 
June 7 in a pastoral letter. In Service of One 
Another by the cardinal urges continuing 
development of new ministries to answer new 
church needs. But he reiterated the position 
that the Church does not consider itself able to 
ordain women priests. He also stressed that 
the diverse ministries in the Church should be 
viewed as complementary, not competitive, 
acts of service. 

NEEDS DISCUSSED — The needs of 
Hispanic youths and the importance of 
Hispanic leadership were key topics at regional 
encuentros in Salt Lake City and Fresno. At 
the Fresno encuentro May 24-26, delegates 
asked that the Church ‘‘make a preferential 
option for Hispanic youth, 99 percent of whom 
are distanced from the Church.’’ The proposal 
urged church-funded scholarships to Hispanics 
as well as practical help for parents. 


FORMATION PRIORITY — Pope John 
Paul II told a group of Brazilian bishops June 
4 that priestly formation is so important that 
they should appoint their best diocesan and 
religious priests to seminary positions, ‘‘even 
at the cost of losing their work.’’ The pope said 
that carefully watching over priestly formation 
is the ‘‘fundamental task of every diocesan 
bishop.’’ 

POLISH PROPAGANDA — Although 
anti-Catholic propaganda is increasing in 
Poland, the truth will not be suppressed, 
Bishop Tadeusz Goclowski of Gdansk said

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It’s not ‘Mary Poppinsville,’ but she’s happy to be Catholic

_ HOLTVILLE — Although Vicki Wells is the mother 
of nine children who manages to keep a rambling farm 
house running, to work at a home bookkeeping service 
and to teach CCD, she is reluctant to hold herself up as a 
model happy Catholic. 


‘“‘We have our foibles, too. There’s a lot of 
imperfection,’’ the parishioner of St. Joseph Cnurch said. 
‘‘We’re probably not as spiritual as we could be, but my 
husband and I try to be an example to our children by 
choosing what is morally right.”’ 


A RECENT experience showed her their example may 
be rubbing off on son Bubba. He went on a field trip 


-and stayed in a chapel-like room at a YMCA. Some of the 


boys with him felt intimidated by a large cross in the 
room, so they covered it. Bubba, who at age 15 is six feet 
tall and weighs more than 200 pounds, uncovered the 
cross. ‘““They don’t argue with Bubba,’ Vicki said, 
laughing. 

“‘This is the same kid that argues with his 13-year-old 
brother. We’re not paragons of virtue,’’ she quickly 
added. 


Her husband, David, called on the telephone during 
her interview with Southern Cross and revealed he has the 
same sort of modest wit. She asked him to comment for 
the article and he replied, “‘War is hell and it’s always 
going on in our house.”’ 

‘VICKI EXPLAINED his remark, saying, ‘‘With nine 
kids, yes, I mean this is not Mary Poppinsville.” 
Nonetheless, she enjoys shepherding such a large flock. 
“*T don’t know how God blessed me with nine kids when 
I’m such an unorganized person.”’ 

She and her husband both grew up in the Los Angeles 
area and met there. Her mother worked with David for 
the Oscar Meyer Co., and introduced him to Vicki. 

‘“‘We were engaged within three days,’’ Vicki said. 
Their first ‘‘date’’ was a Sunday Mass. They saw one 
another for two weeks before she went to Europe for three 
months. Five weeks after she returned they wed. 

‘““WE BOTH were probably just ready for marriage,”’ 
she said, trying to explain why they felt confident enough 
to marry. ‘‘We just felt things were very right and here we 
are almost 20 years later.”’ 

She had studied history and mathematics at UCLA. 
After marrying she taught algebra in a Los Angeles school 
for one year. ‘‘I have told people I’m on maternity leave 
from teaching for 18 years. I tried to teach part-time after 
I had five kids.’? Day care costs made’ teaching 
uneconomical, so she quit. 

Now, she and her husband run Mom’s Bookkeeping

SAN CARLOS — A seventh grade student from St. 
Therese Academy completed three rounds in the 58th 
Annual National Spelling Bee in Washington D.C. June 
5-7 before being stumped in the fourth round by the word 
‘‘agrorone.”’ 

Velma Dekhi said later she had not heard the word 
before and was not sure of its exact meaning but knew it 
‘‘had something to do with agriculture.”’ 

IN THE first three rounds of the National Spelling Bee 
June 5, Dekhi successfully spelled the words ‘‘macaw,”’ 
‘‘miasmic,’’ and ‘‘procacious,’’ only to be downed the 
following day by ‘‘agrorone.”’ 

Out of 168 contestants, Dekhi placed 69th. She was 
among 112 students who made it into the competition’s 
final rounds June 6. 

For the competition’s final rounds, Dekhi said it was 
more difficult because words were taken ‘‘not just from 
the booklet’? provided for the spelling bee but from 
Webster’s Dictionary as well. 

DEKHI EARNED the right to represent San Diego 
County in Washington D.C. when she took first place in 
the county spelling bee April 23. 

Although she was a ‘“‘little disappointed’’ right after 
misspelling the word, Dekhi said she is no longer ‘‘really 
disappointed about losing.’’ The contestant who took first

BEFORE GOING to the nation’s capital, the seventh 
grader spent about 30 minutes a day in study.

He was shocked at the untimely death of Pope John Paul I 
and of the next pope actually hailing from Poland. 


THE FAMILY lives in a five-bedroom 2,800-square- 
foot house built in 1916. More than three years ago they 
moved there from a house they had built for themselves. 
‘*We had to really lower our standard of living by coming 
here. We wanted one with land and a chance to raise 


animals.’’ 


Their farmhouse ‘‘has a lot of history and a 
tremendous amount of possibilities.

FAITH SUSTAINS her in times of trial, she said. A 
heart attack felled her 66-year-old father, who lived six 
weeks in a coma before he died last September. ‘‘Because 
of my faith in Jesus and His promise of life after death I 
feel peaceful and happy for my father.’’ 


Vicki thinks her mother and brother have all but lost 
their faith and they have had a ‘‘very, very difficult time”’ 
coping with the death. ‘‘They feel sorry for my father.”’ 
They think he was too young to die and question why he 
was taken from them, she said. 


Aspects of Catholicism that particularly please her are 
“‘the beauty of the Mass,”’ the fact that it is ‘‘the religion 
that was established by our Lord”’ and universality. ‘‘I 
felt a bond in any country in Europe, in any church.”’ 


“CATHOLICISM OFFERS anything you want. It 
has all the good aspects that any other religions have. All 
you have to do is seek it out.”’ 


Women are an integral part of the Church, she said. 
“‘T’m not a women’s libber, but I feel that the strong 
contribution that lay women and nuns ‘make are almost 
like the framework. The foundation may be male- 
oriented, but the framework is with the women.’’

Prejudice continues against Hispanics

The 
guest columnist this week 1s Father Virgil Elizondo, head of the Mexican 
American Cultural Center in San Antonio, Texas. 


After all the excitement of the civil rights movements of the 
60s and ’70s, it seemed as if prejudice and segregation would 
become pretty much things of the past in the United States. 
Today, however, they are far from gone and even are showing up 
in new ways. 


Prejudice continues against Hispanics who are within the 
mainstream of the United States, that is, those who are natural- 
born citizens. Segregation, now more subtle and more difficult to 
deal with, continues, especially in education, the media and 
business. As a result, many Hispanics remain in poverty. 


Hispanics have become a significant market in the United 
States, and businesses recognize the need to appeal to their 
interests in ways that will attract their attention and their dollars. 
They are seeking Hispanic models to appear in specially 
produced commercials. Lacking experience in the highly 
sophisticated ways of the commercials, these models are often 
exploited, usually hired at wages beneath scale and without 
guaranteed payments for continued use of the commercial. 


One San Antonio model was paid a very low sum to do a 
commercial. Although the commercial is still used thoughout the 
country, he receives no additional royalties and, because he has 
become so identified with that product, is unable to get other 
commercial jobs. 


In an age of growing technology, many U.S. schools introduce 
children in the primary grades to the use of computers and word 
processors. These instruments are absent in predominantly 
Hispanic schools. 


Thus, the Hispanic child will finish school with a major 
handicap. While using computers will be like a native tongue to 
most U.S. schoolchildren, they will be an unknown language for 
children going through predominantly Hispanic schools. There 
seems to be a hidden presupposition that Hispanic children are 
incapable of high tech and will do better in the simpler trades. 

At the other end of the scale, the University of Texas at San 
Antonio recently decided to eliminate remedial courses for 
incoming students. This will eliminate the possibility of a 
university education to students who attended substandard 
schools. 


It is a vicious cycle: The primary schools don’t prepare 
students to deal with the tools of modern society and the 
universities are unwilling to assist those who want to make up for 
lost time and move ahead. 


Despite much progress in the development of Hispanic 
entrepreneurs, the culture of business and of production remains 
in the hands of the dominant group. Although some Hispanics 
make it into middle management, they are often mistrustful of 
the exclusivity of the closed inner circle of top executives. The 
inner circle is impossible to penetrate when you are of dark skin. 


I travel often, crisscrossing the country regularly. Yet I have 
never seen a Hispanic member of an airplane crew, whether 
pilot, flight attendant or baggage handler. It seems there are no 
Hispanics in the air travel industry. 


The litany could go on indefinitely. The point is that race and 
ethnicity remain important factors in determining one’s ability to 
enter and succeed in the socio-economic structures of 
opportunity in the United States. 

To be an Anglo and English-speaking is certainly no guarantee 
of success; but to be Hispanic means constantly. having to 
struggle harder and prove oneself more.

Liberation 
for whom?

The theology of liberation, so much in 
the news lately as being of concern to 
Catholics, troubles other Christians and is 
also particularly disturbing to Jews. As 
defined in Theology of Liberation, the 
influential book that gave it its name, the 
movement goes beyond lifting up the 
poor and downtrodden. The goal, 
according to the book’s author, Father 
Gustavo Gutierrez, a Peruvian priest, is 
to liberate men’s spirits, to find ‘‘a new 
way to be a man.’’ 


Unfortunately, the theology of 
liberation as propounded and practiced in 
Latin America is selective about who 
should be liberated. The struggle by the 
Jews of Latin America, as well as non- 
Catholic Christians, for freedom and 
equal rights is never mentioned as a tenet 
of liberation theology. 


EVEN WORSE, there are 
representatives of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Latin America who largely 
adhere to centuries-old traditions of 
indifference or scorn towards Jews and 
Judaism. Thus, despite some recent 
denunciation of anti-Semitism by Latin 
American bishops, the pronouncements 
of the Vatican II Council 20 years ago 
that absolved Jews of guilt for ‘‘deicide’’ 
have been sadly ignored by many 
Catholic leaders in Latin America. 


In fact, one of them, the Rev. Miguel 
D’Escoto Brockman, Nicaragua’s 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and a 
proponent of the theology of liberation, in 
January of this year flatly accused the 
Levites, a Jewish group at the time of 
Jesus, of “‘crucifying our Lord.”’ 


The theology of liberation, sensitive to 
the economic and social realities of Latin 
American life, does not consider either 
Jews or the Jewish situation as part of its 
concern. None of its supporters has 
recognized the contribution of Jewish 
workers in the formation of Latin 
American trade unions, and the role of 
Jews in fostering economic growth and 
prosperity and the struggle for social 
justice. 


““LIBERATIONISTS,’’ moreover, 
make no attempt to impress on Latin 
American society the lack of pluralism 
and the deprivations of non-Catholics, 
who suffer political and social restrictions. 
This is a situation that deserves the 
“prophetic concern’’ of theologians 
engaged in social action and 
“‘liberation.”’ 


Father Gutierrez and other theologians 
of his persuasion, in advancing the 
liberation struggle in Latin America, 
make frequent references to similar 
movements elsewhere in the Third 
World. But there is no acknowledgement 
of the contemporary struggle of Zionism 
to establish the State of Israel as a 
liberating process, a doctrine rooted in 
Biblical tradition but which found its 
expression in the 20th century. 


Instead, Father Gutierrez harks back 
thousands of years to the Jewish Exodus 
from Egypt as an underpinning for 
liberation theology. The lesson of the 
Exodus, he writes, is the ‘‘saving 
process’ for mankind. Judiasm certainly 
recognizes the Exodus as liberation but 
holds that liberation only culminates with 
spiritual liberation at Mount Sinai and 
the return to the land of Israel, the 
“Promised Land.’’ 


LIBERATION THEOLOGIANS 
appear to consider liberation an end in 
itself, not realizing that physical, or 
economic or social oppression can only be 
overcome by a freedom that has a 
spiritual and transcendental meaning. 
Otherwise, the liberation process remains 
unfinished — or worse — can drift into 
other forms of tyranny. 


The theology of liberation, as it is 
evolving today, needs an inner liberation.

Memories of ‘maximum mayhem’ 


Recently we had a family celebration. At one point in the 
evening, we began discussing our summer vacation plans. Pretty 
quickly, though, we started to reminisce over the “‘family 
vacation’’ we took when we were children. 


For several years we went by car and ferry boat to an island in 
Lake Erie, 90 miles from our home. There were no freeways 
then, so the trip usually took about three hours. 


My father would drive; my mother was the navigator; and my 
sister and I would sit in the back seat and read ‘‘Donald Duck’’ 
comic books for the first 10 miles, then punch each other and 
scream for the remaining 80 miles. By the time we reached the 
ferry boat, my parents were restraining each other from 
drowning both of us at the dock. 


This was merely the prelude to the fun we had once we reached 


_ the island. Parents and children have totally opposing definitions 


of “‘leisure.’’ Children tend to define it as ‘‘creating the 
maximum amount of mayhem in the shortest possible time.’’ 
Thus, once we laid claim to our cabin, my sister and I set out to 
have fun. We harassed the neighbor’s chickens, fell off the dock, 
threw sand at anyone within striking distance, ate too fast and 
threw up, overturned the boat (with my father in it), dropped 
fishing gear in the lake and got stung by bees — all on the first 
day. The remaining 13 days were merely variations and 
refinements of the same theme. 


By the end of the two weeks, my parents felt that they had been 
on vacation for at least a month; my sister and I, about four days. 
There was still so much to do. No one had been sprayed by a 
skunk, or broke a bone, or needed artificial respiration or 
smashed a window. 


We have an album of black-and-white pictures which testify to 
the fun we had: dad fishing, mom sitting on the porch, my sister 
playing on the beach, myself swimming. But the photos don’t 
begin to tell the real story. Despite the maxim ‘‘one picture is 
worth a thousand words,”’ only those who survive the vacation 
can tell the truth about it. Only the participants can appreciate 
the depth of meaning found in the two words: ‘‘family 
vacation.”’

Parish council clarification 


Q. I recently read that church law no longer requires every 
parish to have a parish council. Moreover, this same article 
stated that the parish council has no jurisdiction over 
financial matters. Isn’t this a complete reversal of Vatican 
II? 

A. There are two kinds of consultative bodies for parishes 
mentioned in the 1983 Code of Canon Law: the parish pastoral 
council and the parish financial council. Although the specific 
name given to these two councils may differ from our present 
usage, parish councils and financial committees very much 
remain necessary instruments of collegiality. 


According to church law, the parish pastoral council (1.e., the 
parish council) is mandatory if the diocesan bishop, “having 
consulted the presbyteral council, judges it opportune.” 
Furthermore, the parish council possesses a consultative 
(advisory) vote and not a deliberative (binding) vote. 


Church law also makes it mandatory to have a parish financial 
council in every parish. The duties of the parish financial council 
are generally specified by the diocesan bishop. Church law states 
that the main purpose of the parish financial council is ‘“‘to aid 
the pastor in the administration of Church goods.”’ 


In the Diocese of San Diego, the bishop has decided that every 
parish should have a parish council. It is very difficult to 
understand how a pastor can administrate a parish sensitively 
and effectively without actively seeking the collaboration of lay 
people. Thus, although the universal law of the Church makes 
the establishment of parish councils discretionary, parish councils 
are mandatory in our diocese. 


Universal church law makes parish financial councils 
mandatory. However, it does not follow that the parish council 
and the finance council have to be separate. Although a parish 
might wish to have two separate councils, there is no legal reason 
why the parish financial council cannot be one of the committees 
of the larger parish council. 


No matter what form structures might take, it is important to 
emphasize lay collaboration in the works of the Church, 
particularly in the financial and administrative organization cf a 
parish.

‘‘What’s the toughest part of being a parent?’’ a priest 
asked me. Why is it the simple questions are the hardest? 


_ I guess it depends on the parenting stage. With a newborn 


it might well be physical exhaustion while being a parent 
of an 18-year-old might be the wrench at letting him or 
her go. 


Besides stage differences, there are parent differences. 
What’s difficult for one is pleasurable to another. Some 
parents cherish toddlers and endure teenagers while 
others do the reverse. Some enjoy children’s 
inquisitiveness; others find it maddening. 


FOR ME, I guess the toughest times had to do with 
children’s illnesses and the helplessness I felt over being 
unable to relieve pain and hurts. When a baby’s fever 
soared and she looked at me with such pleading eyes, I 
crumbled inside. 

When our four-year-old was struck by a line drive at a 
professional baseball game and we waited in the hospital 
for X-rays to determine brain damage, I was filled with 
panic. God heard our frantic prayers and our son came 
through it in fine shape. (He didn’t mind the experience 
— they gave him the offending ball signed by the players). 


I wonder sometimes if a non-parent can experience the 
depth of feelings — fear, hope, despair, joy — that

Advent and the fulfillment of hope at the end. 


He leaves us with the assurance that our relationship 
with God is always one of love, that all is conquered by 
love, that love is the answer to all of life’s seeming 
tragedies. He was absolutely certain of God’s love, ‘‘as 
certain as He was of man’s sin,’’ William Barclay adds. 
He was certain that God’s love would always overcome 
sin and its effects. He gave that certainty to us. He gave 
us His strength and identified its source. 


WHEN WE are really sure of God’s love, no matter 
how long and hot the dry seasons of our lives, we live in 
the presence of spring and the promise of Advent.

parents experience with children. Before I was a parent, I 
had no idea one could care so deeply. I’m thinking about 
the little daily experiences that plumb our emotions. 


THERE ARE the times a child is rejected or bullied, is 
deeply disappointed or humiliated or feels like a failure. It 
hurts. Times likes these are as rough on parents as on 
kids, maybe moreso. 


Then there are the joyous moments when a child feels 
pride, exhibits high esteem, overcomes obstacles or 
verbalizes appreciation. These are the highs in parenting. 


When I was autographing my Tvaits of a Healthy Family 
after a college lecture last fall, two undergrads came up 
with the book and asked me to sign it for their parents. 
‘‘We want to send this to our parents and thank them for 
giving us this kind of family,’’ they said. What parent 
wouldn’t kill for a gesture like that? 


A MOTHER told me her toughest moment came 
when her daughter stood alone on a stage and, filled with 
fright, began to cry instead of sing. A father shared his 
pain at learning his son was:alcohol-addicted at 15. ‘‘I 
loved him too much not to hurt,”’ he said. 


These are the tough moments of parenting. They call 
forth in us a dependency on a higher power because we

harmonizing as the conviction that love really is 
conquering the world and in spite of the persistence of sin 
— and the great press it gets — is transforming the hearts 
and minds of men and women. Believing in the power of 
love, believing that we are created to reflect the 
overwhelming power of divine love in that part of the 
world where we live and work and play can bring all of life 
into a new perspective, where the obvious is not 
necessarily reality. 


BELIEVING, WE learn to look beyond the apparent 
for hidden purposes and meanings, we learn to trust in 
God’s goodness and to have the patience to allow it time 
to evolve. We learn, too, to understand that even in the 
most appalling and personally devastating occurrences, 
there is always a redeeming seed. Jesus showed us that. 
We are asked only to have faith and hope that it is there. 
In the humus of faith the seed of redemption is self- 
fertilizing. 

So here we are again, looking past Corpus Christi, 
down the road of the ordinary, the commonplace and the 
routine. But because, as Christians, we look with the 
vision of love, we look into a green and budding world, 
full of promise and at the same time full of fulfillment.

know we can’t handle these situations alone. They 
establish a special relationship between us and a loving 
parental God in a way we haven’t experienced before 
children. 


My toughest moment of parenthood in recent times 
came a year ago when I went to my first wrestling match 
and watched my 15 year-old wrestle. As his limbs were 
stretched and his body flung around, I died a little inside. 


I SPENT a good portion of my life taking care of that 
body and it was pure pain watching it tested. I wasn’t 
much happier watching him inflict the same torture on 
another mother’s son. 


When my son was almost pinned, I prayed fervently, 
‘Dear God, don’t let him be pinned.’’ When he began to 
pin his opponent, I prayed he would and when he did, I 
was as exuberant as any parent there. My emotions ran 
the whole gamut that day and wrung me out. 


I love my son and am happy he likes wrestling but it 
was my last match. I told him there are some things too 
painful for parents and he said he understands. He’s 
wrestling tonight and his dad will be watching him. I’ll be 
there in spirit but not in person. And that’s a tough part 
of parenting too. 


The laity ‘surfaced’ after Vatican Il 


Sitting at one meeting after another, the human learns 
to adapt to stretches of boredom. In such gatherings, as 
the same thing is being said for the third time, when what 
happened two meetings ago is brought up again, when the 
talk goes in circles, the mind learns to focus on other 
things to notice. One ploy is to note the way a phrase 
introduced by one is reworked and reused by others in a 
very short time. 


At one such meeting, the word “‘surfacing”’ was used to 
a point of no return. What was being said? One speaker 
said: ‘‘In our discussion, this idea surfaced.’’ Then a 
short time later someone else commented: ‘‘Among the 
many plans that surfaced...’’ Surfacing? Why is that 
word so used? To surface means for something to come 
up from the deep, from below. It suggests there exists a 
great undifferentiated collection of matters, not all in the 
place of awareness, but one or two of which will come to 
the surface to be claimed. 


WE ARE AWARE that many notions do lurk within 
us. We may be surprised when one comes up from the 
subconscious to find its place in the light. Notice, we 
rarely say that such an idea came from above. 


Above is from a more hallowed place than below, 
within us. There is a wide distance between above and 
below — the surface separates the two. What comes from 
above, we feel, is good. What comes from below must be 
carefully scrutinized. It must be gazed at in the light to 
gain credibility. 

‘‘Surfacing’’ can provide an interesting exercise in a 


review of the effects of Vatican II, as proposed via the 
extraordinary Synod this fall at Rome. The Vatican II 
Council was the work of the Spirit, we say. It was a gift 
sent from on high to the Church at that time. Yet, cannot 
we ask what new ideas surfaced? What were the things that 
came up from below, from deep within the Church, that 
needed to be said out loud to be recognized? 


ONE PROBABLY was the redefined place for the laity 
in the Church. Until that time, the layman was 
recognized as having a place, but that locus was seen at 
the lower end of the Church. (In a way, the layman 


“‘surfaced’’ during the Council). According to Pius XII,. 


the laity were to take part in ‘‘Catholic action.’’ They 
were to lend support to the works of the Church. Vatican II 
flip-flopped that to suggest, ‘‘Where the layman is, there 
is the Church.’’ Where the layman performs his duties 
and tasks with his own particular expertise, he is 
performing the work of the Church. 


Another idea that ‘‘surfaced’’ was the concept that the 
Bible was to be used as a basic source of faith by everyone 
in the Church. Consciously or not, a practice had 
previously resulted that only certain parts of the Bible, the 
selections read to the people Sunday after Sunday, year 
after year, were to be known. Then the Biblical 
Revolution-occurred, which asked the laity to begin Bible 
studies. Scriptures were not only to be used in liturgy but 
also in personal growth and formation. 


One specific application of the notion that the laity have 


taken their place in the Church, has been the question of 
the place of women. Movement was stimulated by the 
civil rights movement in the United States, which itself 
was seen as a matter of social justice and united with 
Vatican II insights. Now there is an expressed belief that 
something had been wrong about the place of women in 
the Church at the end of Vatican II. Twenty years later, 
the idea has surfaced that the Church must do something to 
remedy that fault. 


Another concern surfacing is the belief that the family is 
at the heart of religion. That was hinted at in Vatican II 
documents, but with the international ‘‘Year of the 
Family,’’ we now believe the notion that the family must 
be helped in its work by the total Church. There is a 
feeling that not enough has been done, nor asked. 


So too the concept of ‘‘evangelization.’’ The Church 
has always been missionary, but it was believed the work 
was to be done by official missionaries. Because of seeds 
planted by Vatican II and developed by Paul VI through 
the Synod on that subject, evangelization has become a 
project of the laity. Mission societies report increasing 
numbers of the laity who see this as their job and have 
devoted some time in their life to that project. 


The ideas were there, but beneath the surface. In the 20 
years of stress, wear and tear, trying to understand the 
Council, some new ideas have come from below to occupy 
an important place on the stage. There are probably 
many others (you may have a few), but now that some of 
these have surfaced, they clamor for our attention and 
understanding. 
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Cardinal criticizes 
20 years of reform

ROME (NC) — In the 20 years since the Second 
Vatican Council, the Catholic Church has passed from 
“‘self-criticism to self-destruction,’’ said Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, head of the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. 


“‘We hoped for a leap forward and instead we find 
ourselves faced with a progressive process of decadence 
which has been developed in large measure under the 
slogan of a so-called ‘spirit of the council,’ ’’ he said ina 
book titled Report on the Faith. 


THE PAST two decades have been ‘‘decidedly 
unfavorable for the Catholic Church’’ because they have 
not produced the unity expected, he said. 


The cardinal also criticized U.S. Catholics — saying 
some U.S. moralists are blurring the distinction between 
good and evil, and some U.S. nuns have adopted a 
“feminist mentality’’ causing identity crises in religious 
life. 


The cardinal, in addition, said he prefered the term 
“‘Body of Christ’’ to that of ‘People of God’’ to describe 
the Catholic Church. He also called the Bible a ‘‘Catholic 
book.”’ 


Report on the Faith, written by an Italian journalist 
from a series of interviews with the cardinal last August, 
was published in Italian May 30 by Edizioni Paoline, a 
Catholic publishing house in Milan, Italy. 


At a press conference in Rome the same day, Cardinal 
Ratzinger said the views in the book are ‘‘completely 
personal’’ and “‘in no way implicate the institutions of the 
Holy See.”’ 


In the book, the cardinal defined the ‘‘spirit of the 
council’’ as the belief that ‘‘everything which is new will 
always, and no matter what, be better than that which 
was or that which is.’’ This is a ‘‘pernicious anti-spirit”’ 
which discredits the council, he added. 


THE CHURCE must now seek ‘‘a’ new equilibrium 
after the exaggerations of an indiscriminate opening to 
the world and after too many positive interpretations of 
an agnostic and atheistic world,’’ he said. 


“‘Christians are not opposed to the world. It is the 
world which opposes them when they proclaim the truth 
about God, about Christ, about man,’’ he added. 


Regarding U.S. ‘‘moralists,’’ whom he did not 


identify, Cardinal Ratzinger said their blurring of good 
and evil results from

IN CONSEQUENTIALISM ‘“‘nothing is good or bad 
in itself,’’ he said. ‘“The goodness of an act depends only 
on its end and of its foreseeable and calculable 
consequences.”’ 


That view is prevalent ‘‘in the United States where it is 
elaborated and diffused more than anywhere else,’’ the 
cardinal said. 


“Some moralists have tried to soften ‘consequential- 
ism’ by ‘proportionalism,’ ’’ the cardinal said. In that 
view ‘‘the morality of an act depends on the evaluation 
and comparison made by man among the goods which are 
at stake,’’ he said. 

“ONCE AGAIN it is an individual calculation, this 
time of the ‘proportion’ between good and evil,’’ he said. 


The book does not include one of the strong direct 
criticisms of U.S. Catholics that was contained in 
magazine articles based on the interviews. 


In the articles, Cardinal Ratzinger said many U.S. 
Catholics dissent from the Church’s teaching authority 
rather than from the secular values of their wealthy 
nation. 


IN HIS CRITICISM of the life of U.S. nuns, the 
cardinal says that ‘‘a certain feminist mentality has 
entered even women’s religious communities. 

“*This entrance is particularly conspicuous, even in its 


most extreme forms, in the North American continent,”’’ 
he said. 


“‘All this has brought lacerating problems of identity 
and the loss of sufficient motivation in many women for 
continuing in religious life,’’ he said. 


THE PROBLEM is 
religious women, he added.

“‘Cloistered women, and contemplative orders, have 
resisted rather well’’ and continue dedicating themselves 
“to praise of God, prayer, virginity and separation from 
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the world,’’ Cardinal Ratzinger said. 


Non-cloistered religious women, however, are ‘‘in 
grave crisis,’’ he said, which feminism has promoted by 
encouraging: 

e “The discovery of professionalism. 


e “The concept of ‘social assistance’ which has 
substituted that of ‘charity’. 


e ‘The entrance, sometimes without any filtering, of 
psychology and psychoanalysis in every convent school. 


¢ “The devotion of time to practicing the techniques 
of yoga and Zen.”’ 


Commenting on the definition of church, Cardinal 
Ratzinger said that the term ‘‘‘People of God’, according 
to Scripture, is Israel in its relationship of prayer and 
fidelity with the Lord. To limit the. definition of the 
Church to this expression signifies not incorporating all 
the connotations of the New Testament,’’ he said. 


““The Church receives more clearly its New Testament 
connotations in the concept of ‘Body of Christ,’’ he 
added. 


“THE CHURCH does not fulfil itself in the 
‘collectivity’ of the believers: being the ‘Body of Christ’ it 
is more than the simple sum of its members,’’ the cardinal 
said. 


Cardinal Ratzinger also called the Bible a Catholic 
book. 


“We should have the courage to say clearly once again 
that, taken in its totality, the Bible is Catholic. Accepting 
it as it is, in the unity of all its parts, means accepting the 
great fathers of the Church and their teachings. Thus it 
signifies entering into Catholicism,’’ he said in the 
chapter on ecumenical relations. 


VATICAN CITY — All Catholics are responsible for 
bringing Christ’s good news to the world, Pope John Paul 
II said in a message for World Mission Day. ‘‘Everyone, 
without exception, is called to realize, through one’s own 
specific vocation and one’s own conditions and 
possibilities, the mission of the Redeemer,”’ the pope said.

“‘T remember when I was a 
little girl — oh, 6 or 7 years 
old, I’d say. We lived out from 
town a good way. Our house sat 
in the middle of a big cotton 
field. Daddy always liked to grow 
cotton. 

‘‘Anyway, it was cotton picking 
time one year, must have been 
about 1930. A worker came by 
looking for a job and so daddy 
hired him. The man was black. 

‘Now when we had other field 
hands, they would always come in 
and eat dinner with us inside the 
house. But not this time. The man 
had to sit down outside in the sun 
and eat. I never will forget that. I 
remember watching him. I didn’t 
feel good about it. It just wasn’t 
right.”’

The woman who told me that 
story recognizes that the incident 
was perhaps her first encounter 
with racial prejudice. And she says 
it caused one of the initial stirr- 
ings of that built-in aptitude for 
making moral judgments, more 
commonly called conscience. 

I remember being told as a 
youngster that my conscience was 
a ‘‘little voice’ that would help 
me know right from wrong. Not 
so surprisingly, Vatican II also 
described the conscience as a 
“‘voice,’’ though it went on in a 
more substantive way. 

Conscience, says the Constitu- 
tion on the Church in the Modern 
World, is ‘‘a law inscribed by 
God”’ on the heart of the human 
person. 

Conscience is one’s ‘“‘most 
secret core and sanctuary,’ the 
document goes on to say. There a 
person ‘‘is alone with God, whose 
voice echoes in his depths.”’ 

But how is a conscience form- 
ed? Does it develop, expand? 

In his book, ‘‘Guide to Christian 
Living’’ (Christian Classics Inc.), 
Father George Lobo suggests that 
the rightly formed conscience is: 
1) rational; 2) free; 3) concerned 
about others and 4) responsible. 

With these characteristics in 
mind, let’s return to the woman’s 
childhood story. 

Even with the mind of a child,

For one little girl growing up in the 1930s, writes 
Joe Michael Feist, conscience was aroused when 
she saw a man forced to eat his dinner alone 
and outside in the heat of the day.

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the woman was able to determine 
that the black man was not being 
treated in a fair and equal manner. 
Thus the first requirement for for- 
ming a conscience: the ability to 
assess a situation calmly and 
accurately. 

The second characteristic of 
conscience is that it is free and in- 


| dependent. Despite what she was 
8 being conditioned to believe about 


the races, the little girl was able 
to make a judgment about the 
situation that probably differed 
from the judgment of others 
around her. She was able to see 
the world from her own 
perspective. 

Watching the black man eat din- 
ner outside in the heat of the day 
obviously aroused feelings of em- 
pathy in the young girl. She 
‘“‘didn’t feel good about it,’ she 
recalled. Her concern for someone 
else’s welfare shows another 
aspect of a rightly formed 
conscience. 

Finally, a person with a well- 
formed conscience should be will- 
ing to accept responsibility for ac- 
tions based on it. At times this 
could lead to unpleasant or even 
painful encounters. 

Again, consider the woman’s 
story. What do you think she 
should have done, or could have 
done, in light of her conscience? 

The fact of the matter is that 
the woman remembers being, 
more than anything else, confused 
by what she had seen. Perhaps at 
that formative stage in her life she 
hadn’t yet sorted through the 
complicated web of authority and 
obedience, or of the imperfections 
and contradictions that are part of 
each of us — even parents. 

What is most important, 
though, is that she did eventually 
sort through those contradictions. 
She continued to wrestle with the 
demands of her conscience, and 
her conscience expanded. 

“Later on,’’ the woman con- 
cluded, ‘“‘when I was older, I 
made up my mind that I wasn’t 
going to be part of that cycle of 
hatred. I began to speak out 
against what was unjust, even 
when it was difficult to do. My 
conscience wouldn’t let me do 
anything else.”’

During the course of history 
men and women of good will, in- 
dividually and in groups, believed 
that: 

eThe divine will was conveyed 
in a special way through the royal 
lineage. 

eSlavery was approved by God. 

¢Women were not entitled to 
vote. 

°Certain races were superior to 
others. 

Those beliefs are rejected by 
most societies and most religious 
bodies today. What accounts for 
the change? 

For one thing, individual men 
and women influenced the cons- 
ciences of others by the stance 
they took when touched profound- 
ly by the human, spiritual and 
moral needs around them. There 
were the Quakers hanged in the 
Boston Common for their stand 
against human slavery. And there 
were suffragettes who braved jail 
for their convictions regarding the 
rights of women. 

I can imagine how much these 
people hoped that their own 
faithfulness to conscience would: 

*become a light ennabling others 
to see a need within society; 

eand spark courage in others to 
act according to the light of 
conscience. 

Eventually, the light might 
spread and the public conscience 
might expand. Not all at once, and 
not without sacrifice. Consider the 
impact of Rosa Parks who refused 
to move to the back of the bus 
simply because she was black. 

There is a sixth sense among 
members of the human family that 
when a person is faithful to cons- 
cience it will make a difference — 
a difference to that person and a 
difference to others. 

Sometimes the difference it 
makes may be barely discernible at 
first and others may not always

agree on the difference. Consider 
the case of Enten Eller. 

A member of the Church of the 
Brethren, Eller was indicted in 
1982 for failing to register for the 
draft. At the time he was a student 
at Bridgewater College in Virginia. 

Eller’s reason was simply stated: 
“T have not registered in order to 
be faithful to God, my conscience 
and my church.”’ 

_ At the time of his indictment he 
faced up to five years in prison 
and a $10,000 fine. As a member 
of a peace church, he would not 
have had any trouble securing a 
conscientious objector’s status. 
But, for this young man, that was 
not enough. He said his action was 
for the sake of others. 

People who knew Eller were 
quick to note that he is not a 


sparks change 


religious fanatic and does not 
presume to judge others who 
register for the draft. In fact, Eller 
himself said that many registrants 
he knows are committed Chris- 
tians, just as committed as he is: 
“God calls us to different places.”’ 

Not everyone in the Church of 
the Brethren agreed with Eller’s 
reasons, his parents for instance. 
His father said: ‘I personally could 
register. I would not be happy 
about it but I could...We fully sup- 
port Enten, even though it’s not 
what we would do.”’ 


Eller was sentenced to communi- 
ty service. Throughout the judicial 
maze which preceded his sentenc- 
ing, he made it clear that his life is 
to follow God wherever that takes 
him. ‘‘That’s what I’ve got to 


work with,’’ he said. 

Has Eller’s conscience influenced 
others? Has it moved the cause of 
peace? Surely he hopes so. 

I think of the many teachers and 
pastors and parents who tend to 
place great hope in the long reach 
of conscience. They hope that if 
they live in a loving way and ac- 
cording to their values it will make 
a difference not just to themselves, 
but to others in their lives. 

Who knows how much one 
person’s faithfulness to conscience 
might contribute to the world’s 
integrity?

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Isaiah and the wild grapes,

The prophet Isaiah once 
delighted his audience with a 
charming song typical of those 
sung at harvest time. It was about 
a man who planted a vineyard on 
a fertile hillside. 

“He spaded it, cleared it of 
stones, and planted the choicest 
vines”’ (5:2). There was nothing 
the man failed to do to ensure a 
first-rate harvest. 

But all of a sudden the song 
took a sad turn. 

“Then he looked for the crop 
of grapes, but what it yielded was 
wild grapes.”’ 

At this point the audience is 
asked to get involved, to form its 
opinion: 

‘““What more was there to do 
for my vineyard that I had not 


done? Why, when I looked for 
the crop of grapes, did it bring 
forth wild grapes?”’ 

The disappointed farmer then 
announced that he would make a 
shambles of his vineyard, render- 
ing it totally useless for the future. 

All the while those listening 
have been following the song with 
complete sympathy for the unfor- 
tunate farmer. They can em- 
pathize with his frustration. 

But now Isaiah identifies the 
people themselves as the vineyard 
and the Lord as the vinegrower, 
and they are cut to the quick. 


If Isaiah had simply and abrupt- 
ly berated the Hebrews for their 
faithlessness, they would probably 
have reacted with anger and turn- 
ed their backs on him. But by 
cleverly using the song to enlist 
their sympathy for the vinegrower 


he led them to appreciate in a 
very personal way just how 
reprehensible their conduct was. 

Conscience enables a person to 
distinguish right from wrong. 
Often it operates almost 
instinctively. 

But, like memory, conscience 
can lose its sharpness through lack 
of use, through not caring about 
the moral quality of our actions. 
In certain instances, it can be dull- 
ed by ignorance or passion. 

It is not always easy to tell 
what the proper course of action 
is in any given situation. Cons- 
cience has to be formed; it has to 
be informed. 

Isaiah’s approach was effective 
because of the manner in which 
he subtly led his listeners to share 
his view of the matter, to form 
their moral convictions.

Asked how the Eucharist helps 
form consciences, the religious 
educator observed that the dif- 
ferent parts of the liturgy each 
play a role. 

ein the Liturgy of the Word, 
we hear the same scripture stories 
repeated again and again. Every 
Easter Vigil service, for instance, 
Starts with the well-known crea- 
tion story. 

The story ‘‘speaks of the 
sacredness of creation. It tells us 
that God sees everything he 
created is good,’’ Huck said. And 
it’s “‘terribly relevant to our lives 
now at the end of the 20th 
century.” 

That story gradually ‘‘shapes the 
Way we approach creation,’’ he 
said. It points Christians to ask 
themselves, ‘‘Do we have that at- 
titude? Do we act that way?” 
Huck remarked. % 

In the community setting, he 
suggested, that story can take on 
different meaning for people at 
different phases throughout their 
lives. ; 

eThe consciences of Christians 
also are shaped by the homily, 
Huck said. Here, the homilist 
endeavors to bring out the mean- 
ing of the readings for a particular 
people at this time and in this 
place. 

eThen, in the intercessory 
prayers, Christians are reminded 
that ‘‘they can’t be unmindful of 
others, that it’s the task of the 
baptized person’”’ to be concerned 
about others beyond individual 
and parish needs. 

These prayers ‘‘take up what is 
crying out for help in the world,”’ 
Huck said. Examples might be: 
those suffering because of drought 
and famine in Africa, the plight of 
refugees and those in prison. 

“The liturgy is for the long 
haul,’’ Huck observed. It doesn’t 
lead to conversion every week. 
But occasionally people are 
motivated by the liturgy to take 
some concrete action in response 
to another’s needs. 

“We gather for liturgies and 
learn what it means to be a baptiz- 
ed person,”’ he added. ‘“‘Little by 
little the liturgy teaches us what 
shape we believe the world 
should have.” 

It tells us ‘‘there are no privileg- 
ed people here, no ranks or 
classes or degrees,’’ Huck said. ‘‘It 
speaks of the great dignity of all 
gathering around the common 
table.”

Every day after school, the 
12-year-old came home and 
went immediately to his 
room. There he stayed for 
hours, listless and uncaring. 
Each day it became harder and 
harder for his mother to per- 
suade him to get out of bed 
and go to school. 

In school the boy’s teachers 
reported that he was losing in- 
terest in the classes and his 
grades were plummeting.

She 
and the boy’s father decided 
in consultation with his 
teachers to take some positive 
steps to help the boy shake off 
the blahs. 


What is apathy? 

Webster’s New World Dic- 
tionary defines apathy as be- 
ing “‘without emotion.’’ The 
dictionary applies the term to 
people who have a ‘‘lack of 
interest, a listless condition, a 
lack of concern.” 

Individuals who are 
apathetic run the risk of re- 
maining outside the 
mainstream of life. In holding 
themselves aloof, they can 
stunt the growth of their cons- 
ciences and deaden themselves 
to the sufferings and joys of 
others.

When you think about it, 
apathy ought to be foreign to 
Christians. Followers of Christ 
are called to be passionately 
interested in others. They are 
invited to let their moral sen- 
Sitivities grow by caring about 
God, about each other, about 
the world they live in and 
about themselves. 

Weekly the liturgy reminds 
Christians what kind of people 
they are to be. The Eucharist 
celebrated in community says 
that each individual has value; 
it urges them to recognize that 
what they do matters and can 
make a difference in the 
world. 

“There is no such thing as 
‘spiritual life’ or ‘life in Christ’ 
apart from all the relationships 
that make up human life in 
the communities in which we 
live and serve,” said Father 
John Egan in a 1983 speech 
on liturgy and justice at 
Boston College. He is the 
director of the Chicago ar- 
chdiocesan office of human 
relations and ecumenism. 

The liturgy reminds in- 
dividuals that they can’t allow 
themselves to become 
apathetic to others. ‘‘For those 
who participate, the liturgy 
expresses their continuing 
struggle to be one with each 
other in Christ and gives them 
energy and strength to carry 
that struggle in the midst of 
daily life,’ Father Egan said.

Jean Donovan grew up in a 
suburb in Connecticut. Her 
parents loved her and gave her 
everything she needed.

One day she read a story about 
El Salvador, a country in Central 
America where people suffered 
from terrible poverty. They had 
little food, no decent places to 
live, few jobs and poor pay. They 
also feared for their lives in a land 
experiencing great violence and 
warfare. 

Jean learned that volunteers 
were needed to work with the 
peasants. She knew she would not 
have many things there that she 
took for granted in Cleveland.

The French film Hail Mary, denounced by Pope John 
Paul II as a distortion of Christian faith, has won awards 
from an international Catholic film organization and a 
major German film festival, according to an international 
Christian newsletter. 


Hail Mary also won a cash prize during the 1985 Berlin 
film festival. The award, called the Otto-Dibelius prize, is 
donated by the Protestant Church of West Berlin. 

IN ADDITION, the film was commended by the 
international Protestant film jury, Interfilm.

Mothers, Costello said, are a ‘‘very important aspect in 
bringing up children. I believe mom should be at 
home...especially with a big family.’’ Economics, he 
noted, often make this an impossible option. 

His wife is responsible for ‘‘inculcating the faith in the 
children,’’ Costello said. She- is a ‘‘deeply spiritual’’ 
person ‘‘who taught the faith in the home,’’ the place 
where religious instruction should take place, he said., 
“CCD can’t take the place of learning the faith in the 
home.”’ 

WHEN HIS children were young, the family said the 
rosary every night and prayed before meals, Costello said. 
The family of 15 also normally attended Sunday Mass 
together.

““One of the advantages of being a deacon,”’ Principe 
said, was his ability to witness the marriage of seven of his 
children. : 


THE FAMILY’S faith ‘‘has grown’’ since he became 
a deacon, but not in “‘a rigid or ritual sense,’’ Principe 
said. Although some of the family routines have been 
‘‘elaborated on,’’ they have not changed. The Principes 
‘‘pray at meals’’ just as they did before his ordination. 


Assigned to Blessed Sacrament parish, Deacon 
Principe and his family, who reside in Lakeside, do not 
always attend Sunday Mass together ‘‘because of the 
incovenience of the distance.”’ 


Principe does not like numbers when it comes to his 
family. Numbers are not good when it comes to people, 
he said, because ‘‘people are too valuable to be counted.”’ 


ANOTHER OF his pet peeves is when people tell him 
‘the already has a reservation in heaven”’ because of the 
size of his family. ‘‘I didn’t have 14 children so I could go 
to heaven,’’ he explained, he had them because he is 
‘‘alive.”” 


It is ‘‘valuable to be human...that’s the lesson of 
Christ,’’ Principe said. Christ ‘‘gave Himself 
totally...and became a slave’’ for others. “‘I see God not 
just in Church. God is in nature, creation, His word, 
other humans. Being human arfd seeing God in every 
other person is valuable.”’ 


Ten of Costello’s children still live in San Diego 
County. The children, Costello explained, hold ‘“‘bi- 
monthly meetings’’ to which he and his wife are invited. 
At these gatherings, ‘‘to which only the adults are 
invited,’’ those present ‘‘discuss what they’re doing, how 
things are working out.’’ 


‘‘A better understanding of family life’’ is one of the 
things Costello said his own experience has brought to his 
ministry as a deacon. ‘‘I can relate better with individuals 
of all ages’’ because, ‘‘no matter what age’’ a individual 
is, ‘“‘I can always say ‘I have a child that age.’ ’’ This 
“offsets the generation gap’’ and makes him ‘‘open and 
flexible,’’ he said. 


TWO OCCURRENCES within his family have helped 
Costello’s ministry. The first was the ‘‘miraculous cure’”’ 
of his son’s cancer six years ago. ‘“‘He was given a 20 
percent chance of survival...and now he’s cured.” 
Costello recalls how the family — ‘‘and even the doctors 
who weren’t Catholic’? — gathered around his son’s 
hospital bed to pray for him. ‘‘He was cured and healed.”’ 


The religious instruction Principe gives his children is 
linked to what he is doing. An ‘“‘avid hiker,’’ when his 
children are with him Principe will “‘emphasize the 
beauty of nature and God’s intricacies...the sense of awe 
that God is there’’ in nature. This is ‘‘the real and 
original approach’’ of people to God. ‘‘Young children 
can relate’’ to this approach more than they can to a 
““creedal approach,”’ he said. 


HIS EXPERIENCE as a father of 14 has helped 
Principe mostly ‘‘not to hurt anyone’’ and in his work 
with young married couples. A “‘challenge to the religious 
community’’ today is to deal with the way young people 
view marriage. ‘‘The young look at things 
differently...they don’t stay together like older folks just 
because it’s the proper thing to do...If they feel like 
they’re not growing, they’ll split up,’’ Principe said.

The experience. ‘‘influenced’”’ Costello in ministering to 
the sick, one of his ‘‘favorite ministries.’’ 


‘‘T had fully expected to turn my son over to God,”’ he 
remembered. 


THE DIVORCES of two of his children have aided 
Costello’s work. It has helped him ‘‘deal with divorce 
cases’’ and given him ‘‘an awareness’’ of the problem. 


Although one of his children’s divorces occurred before 
he was a deacon, Costello said his reaction in both cases 
was the same. “‘I tried to see both sides and not side with 
either’’ party. 

Costello is proud of the fact that many of his children 
work in ‘‘people-related’’ occupations. There are four 
teachers and three nurses in the family. 


Principe spends all the time he can at home. ‘‘I’d 
rather be there than anywhere else...I’m very comfortable 
there.’’ Categorizing the family as “‘close,’’ Principe said 
they have ‘‘a lot of family gatherings.’’ The entire family 
recently came together after the birth of his eighth 
grandchild. 

“SUNDAY DINNER is a big thing’’ in the Principe 
home. The children in San Diego will usually come home 
for Sunday dinner, which Deacon Principe usually 
prepares. 


AS A deacon, Costello ‘‘witnessed the sacrament of 
matrimony’’ for three of his children. He was also 
‘*involved in the personal counseling”’ of the three which, 
as their father, made him ‘<a little biased but not really.”’ 


Principe thinks being a deacon has ‘‘enriched”’ his life 
and, he hopes, his family’s. 

A pharmacist who owns two drug stores, Principe said 
he is neither a strict nor a permissive parent. ‘‘I trust my 
children’”’ to do the right thing. ‘‘I don’t lay down a lot of 
rules except maybe to put my tools away,’’ he joked. 


HAVING RULES for the older children has made it 
easier for the younger ones, Principe said, because they 
have guides to follow.

Reagan appointed Justice Sandra Day O’Connor, who 
is often considered conservative but voted with the 
-majority to declare Alabama law unconstitutional. 


The Rev. Jerry Falwell, Baptist minister and founder 
of Moral Majority, assailed the court’s decision. 


“SURELY THE United States of America, which 
presents itself as a nation under God, can only be viewed 
as hypocritical when it refuses to tell its children that they 
may pray to that God,’’ Falwell said June 4. ‘“There’s no 
doubt in my mind that this ruling will fuel the movement 
for a constitutional amendment to return voluntary 
prayer to our public schools.’’ 


““We must hold hearings as soon as we can...on the 
silent prayer amendment,’’ said Sen. Orrin Hatch, 
R-Utah. ‘“The real issue isn’t the form of prayer. It’s 
ending the governmental ban on school prayer...which is 
offensive to most people.”’ 


Americans United for Separation of Church and State 
said the Supreme Court’s ruling on the Alabama law was 
““very welcome.’’ 


‘““THIS WAS a pretty strong reaffirmation’’ of the 
court’s earlier decisions forbidding government 
sponsorship of religious activities, said Joseph L. Conn, 
spokesman for Americans United, June 5. 


Conn said that in recent decisions, including those 
involving city nativity scenes and religious chaplains at 
state legislatures, the court had “‘tended to lower the wall 
of separation’’ between church and state problems. This 
is a good break’’ from that trend, he said. 


Among other religious leaders displeased by the 
decision was Archbishop Edward A. McCarthy of Miami, 
who said freedom from religion seems to be replacing 
freedom of religion and that the nation is adopting a new 
“national religion’? which he defined .as_ secular 
humanism. 


HE ALSO suggested that the First Amendment was 
intended to allow states to promote religion in their own 
ways, without national hindrance. “‘It is ironic,’’ the 
archbishop said, “‘that the very First Amendment, which 
was originally adopted to protect the union of church and 
state on the state level from interference by a federally 
established religion, is now being used to prevent the state 
from following their judgment in the free exercise of 
religion.’’

From the earliest years of the conquest, 
Spanish explorers and colonists noted that 
the Indians of the Santa Barbara Channel 
were distinct from the other aborigines 
between San Diego and San Francisco. 
Those peoples formed a_ separate 
linguistic group and were more advanced 
in the arts and crafts than any other 
coastal tribe that came under Hispanic 
influence. 


They were of particular interest to Fray 
Junfpero Serra and received much 
attention on the part of both church and 
state. Five missions were eventually 
established among them. Of these, Serra 
founded the first two. 


IN LATE March, 1782, Jose Ortega 
led a contingency of soldiers and their 
families, some Christian Indians, 
muleteers, cattle and pack animals 
bearing utensils for house and field and 
church ornaments north from San 
Gabriel to finally establish the long- 
contemplated mission dedicated to San 
Buenaventura. 


Ortega led the cavalcade across the hills 
of Ventura County and the fertile valley 
of Santa Clara to where the bare hills 
came down to meet the sea. Ahead lay 
Asumpta, an Indian town of 500 
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Conception Church.

AFTERWARD THE soldiers took 
possession of the land in the name of the 
king, permission having been obtained 


’ from the natives through interpreters to 


settle there. Then followed the chanting of 
the Te Deum. Serra had founded his ninth 
and last mission in Alta California. 


The day was one-of special joy. The 
neighboring Indians were friendly and 
demonstrated their pleasure. There were 
many Christians present with all the 
soldiers and their families. For the 
celebration a young bull was killed and 
the meat distributed among the people. 
For the friars and the military officers a 
sheep was slain — for it had been the 
custom in Mallorca to eat lamb on Easter. 


Later, speaking about the event, Serra 
said: ‘‘I cannot make this letter too long 
by describing the joyful demonstrations of 
the pagans of the vicinity and the 
excellence of the site.” 


SERRA INSCRIBED the title pages 
of the registers and then later wrote to 
Fray Fermin Lasuen: ‘‘I have desired for 
many years to see the mission of Our 
Seraphic Doctor, San Buenaventura, 
established. Concerning this foundation, 


‘Special joy’ felt by Serra at this founding 


we Can say what was said when the saint 
was canonized: ‘The longer it took the 
more solemnly did we celebrate.’ ”’ 


The presidente now had nine missions. 
Concerning the latest one he wrote to his 
guardian: ‘‘This much I will say that the 
college can now rely on having a mission 
which will be second to none among those 
founded, and in a short time it will 
surpass the others.”’ 


This was indeed high praise for San 
Buenaventura, considering the vast 
extent and fertility of San Gabriel. The 
only misgiving Serra had was the 
difficulty of bringing water from the river 
to the future grain fields. And even that 
problem had a solution. Before Serra left 
San Buenaventura, Fray Pedro Benito 
Cambon had demonstrated how the water 
could be channeled to where it was 
needed. 


IT WAS A NOBLE beginning and 
one long overdue. San Buenaventura 
Mission would thrive and eventually 
become the southland’s first canonical 
parish, thus escaping the ruin and 
abandonment experienced by so many of 


the other establishments along El Camino 
Real. 


American named head of diplomat school

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II named Msgr. Justin Rigali, a 
native of Los Angeles, head of the 
Vatican diplomatic school June 8, at the 
same time elevating him to, archbishop. 


The 50-year-old archbishop-designate 
said he believes he is the first U.S. citizen 
to head the Pontifical Ecclesiastical 
Academy. The school was founded by 
Pope Clement XI in 1701 to train priests 
for the Vatican diplomatic corps. 


ARCHBISHOP-DESIGNATE 
Rigali, who has been given the titular see 
of Bolsena, succeeds Archbishop Cesarg 
Zacchi. 


The new school president attended the 


academy from 1964-1966 and was a 
member of its faculty in 1972-1973. Since 
then, he has worked at the Vatican 
Secretariat of State, where he has headed 
the English-language section. 


Archbishop-designate Rigali said he 
entered the Vatican’s diplomatic school 
shortly after the Second Vatican Council, 
when the world’s bishops called for an 
internationalization of the school. Until 
then, the school had enrolled mostly 
Italians. 


“‘THE HOLY Father attaches a great 
deal of importance’’ to the academy, 
Archbishop-designate Rigali said, 
because it affects the attitudes of priests 
who will eventually serve as nuncios, 
pronuncios and apostolic delegates.

MEANWHILE, SEVERAL of America’s NATO 
allies were telling the administration to keep SALT II, 
though flawed. European arguments in SALT II’s favor 
are that continued U.S. compliance with the treaty would 
bolster NATO governments’ claims that Reagan is 
genuinely interested in arms control and that even if 
imperfect, SALT II sends the world a message. 


Reagan submitted a report to Congress in February 
citing repeated Soviet violations of various international 
agreements, including SALT II. 


Specifically, he accused the Soviets of abrogating 
SALT II in three key areas: by developing not just one 
new ICBM, as allowed by the treaty, but two, in 
contradiction of the treaty; by deploying another, 
separate ICBM ‘“‘re-entry vehicle,’ also in violation of 
the treaty; and by ‘‘encryption of missile test telemetry,”’ 
or, concealing radio signals to impede verification of 
SALT II compliance. 


THE SENATE June 5 expressed some concerns.over 
SALT II but overwhelmingly — 90-5 — approved a 
resolution urging Reagan to retain it. 


The Senate said the United States should ‘‘refrain from 


policy-makers. 


The U.S. Catholic Conference backed SALT II. As 
Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in 1979, ‘‘SALT 
II...represents a limited but acceptable agreement which 
constrains the nuclear forces of both the United States and 
the Soviet Union, does not jeopardize U.S. security and 
can be the beginning of a continuing and necessary 
process for obtaining meaningful and progressive 
reductions.’’ 


Not all churchmen agreed, however. When the bishops 
discussed whether to back SALT II, Auxiliary Bishop 
Thomas Gumbleton of Detroit, member of the Catholic 
peace group Pax Christi, said SALT II would 
“‘legitimate’’ the arms race. He called it ‘‘hardly more 
than a cruel hoax.’’ 


SALT II came up again in the bishops’ 1983 war and 
peace pastoral.

Propuestas de evangelizacion son concretas y practicas

Del 24 al 27 del pasado mayo, en el Encuentro 
Regional de Fresno, los 450 delegados de California y 


Nevada, entre las 200 proposiciones de sus trece didcesis, . 


escogieron quince que irdén a Washington D.C. como 
aporte de la Regidn XI: serdn tres propuestas por cada 
uno de los cinco temas nacionales. Hoy queremos hacer 
aqui un breve andlisis de las tres elegidas sobre el primer 
tema — Evangelizacion. 


Es légico que antetodo precisemos este contenido del 
tema: evangelizar, tan amplio y por tantos afios tan 
debatido, hasta que finalmente Paulo VI en su carta 
magna sobre él, la Evangelii Nuntiandi, nos dejé su 
magnifica definicién explicativa que aqu{f condensamos. 


DICE EL Papa que, ‘‘Evangelizar es dar testimonio y 
anunciar al mismo tiempo explfcitamente la Buena 
Nueva, el Evangelio: la doctrina, la vida, las promesas, el 
misterio de Jestis...para lograr una adhesidn personal y 
comunitaria en todos los ambientes de la humanidad, a 
fin de transformarla desde dentro creando hombres 
nuevos y humanidad nueva: convirtiendo hacia Cristo la 
conciencia, la actividad, la vida, los criterios de juicio, los 
valores determinantes, los puntos de interés, las Iineas de 
pensamiento, los modelos de existencia...todo lo que esté 
en contraste con la Palabra de Dios; impregnar con el 
Evangelio de Jestis las culturas en las cuales viven 
sumergidos los humanos..’’

pequefnas comunidades de base, con la de movimientos, 
asociaciones, instituciones, etc.; aunando todos los 
criterios, esfuerzos, valores y medios hacia el tinico 
supremo ideal de la evangelizacidn, asi como la describe 
Paulo VI. 


Coémo lograr una Evagelizacidn eficaz, por medio de la 
verdadera Pastoral de Conjunto es lo que plantean 
principalmente las tres propuestas escogidas.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Voluntary 
efforts by producers, not government 
censorship, should be encouraged to 
reduce the amount of sex and violence in 
television programs and movies, 
witnesses said June 4 at a National 
Council of Churches hearing in 
Washington. 


The hearing was the final part of an 
NCC study initated in 1983 to examine 
the effects of media sex and violence and 
to explore what can be done without 
infringing on First Amendment rights. 
The findings will be incorporated into a 
policy statement a special NCC 
committee plans to draft this summer. 


Paul Simon, D-Ill., and 
Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa., told the panel

that censorship is not the answer to the 
increasing amount of sex and violence on 
television. 


However, Simon said he plans to 
introduce legislation that would require 
10-second advisories before violent 
television programs, warning parents that 
“‘viewing the film may be harmful to the 
mental health of your children.”’ 


Simon said there is an 
“‘overwhelming’’ body of evidence that 
“‘witnessing violence on_ television 
contributes to violent behavior in real 
life.’” 

HE CITED statistics which indicate by 
the time a child is 16 years old, he or she 
will have watched more than 20,000 
hours of television and witnessed 200,000 
acts of violence, including 50,000 
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presented by

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attempted murders. 


Simon also noted research that has 
discovered children with aggressive 
tendencies tend to watch violent programs 
and are more likely to think violent shows 
mirror real life. 


“Common sense tells you if you see 
repeated acts of violence on your 
television sets, you’re going to 
accommodate your life to that violence,’’ 
he said. ‘‘A child who sees violence day 
after day, who sees good guys solve 
problems through violent means’’ is more 
likely to regard violence as a normal way 
of resolving conflicts. 


UNDER THE legislation Simon plans 
to propose, the Federal Communications 
Commission would be responsible for 
drafting ‘‘fairly specific standards’’ to 
determine which programs would be 
required to carry the warning. 


Similar advisories alerting parents 
about the amount of sex and violence in 
movies and on videocassettes also could 
be developed, he said. 


Simon also indicated he will invite 
presidents of the three major TV 
networks to send representatives to meet 
with him to see what can be done 
voluntarily about televised violence. 


SPECTER, CHAIRMAN of the 
Senate subcommittee on juvenile justice, 
said he has ‘‘grave reservations’? about 
enacting legislation that would impose 
“in a forceful way’’ limitations on 
television and movie content. 

“‘T don’t believe we can approach 
effective restraint without going against 
First Amendment rights and leading to 
furious controversy,’’ he said. 

Public hearings and other educational 
programs ‘‘will do much to raise the 
national conscience’’ about the 
seriousness of the problem, motivating

people to urge television and movie 
producers to exercise greater self- 
restraint, Specter said. 


PEGGY CHARREN, president of 
Action for Children’s Television, told the 
panel the government ‘‘cannot and 
should not intervene to prohibit or reduce 
television portrayals of sex or violence 
simply because children are in the 
audience.”’ 


It is the ‘‘responsibility of parents, not 
the lawmakers, to keep their children 
away from adult programs they find 
inappropriate,’ Charren said. ‘‘But 
parents cannot guide their children to 


suitable TV alternatives if those 
alternatives do not exist.”’ ; 
Instead of promulgating ‘‘content- 


sensitive rules,’’ she said government 
should require broadcasters to air more 
programming designed for young 
audiences. 


CHARREN ALSO suggested that the 
Motion Picture Association of America 
replace its letter rating system with short 
warnings that tell people whether a movie 
has ‘‘a little sex or a lot of sex, a little 
violence or a lot of violence.”’ 


The Rev. William F. Fore, NCC 
assistant general secretary for 
communication, said the study was 


initiated partly in response to the 
mounting concern among church people 
about the steadily increasing amount of 
exploitative sex and gratuitous violence in 
the media. 


He also said the NCC is concerned 
about the way in which the ‘‘religious 
right’? approaches media issues in 
general. ‘“They are all too ready to accept 
censorship.”’ 


IN TWO other hearings, the special 
NCC committee heard testimony from 
researchers and members of the 
entertainment industry. 
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
